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If  ’your  father  calls  you  William  and  your  mother  calls  you  Will;  Your  sister  calls  you 
Willie  but  the  kids  all  call  you  Bill’,  you  are  in  good  company. 

There  are  pet  names,  variants,  or  nicknames  for  almost  every  name  in  the  world. 

A girl  named  Elizabeth  at  her  christening  could  be  called  Elisabeth,  Elisheba,  Elisabetta, 
Elsbeth,  Isabel,  Isabella,  Isobel,  Isbel,  Alisa,  Bess,  Bessie,  Bessy,  Bet,  Beth,  Bethia,  Betsy,  Bettie, 
Betty,  Bettina,  Elisa,  Elissa,  Eliza,  Elsie,  Elspie,  Libby,  Lisa,  Lise,  Lesa,  Lisbeth,  Lisette,  Liz, 
Lizzy,  Liza,  Lizzie,  Tetsy,  Tetty,  and  Tibbie  or  Tibby  . . . and  still  be  Elizabeth.  Only  five  junior 
girls  are  named  Elizabeth  or  a variant.  Junior  names  are  not  without  distinction.  One  girl  is 
regally  named  Princella  Eppes,  and  one  boy  enjoys  the  musical  sounding  name  Peppino  Aiello. 
The  most  aristocratic  name,  however,  belongs  to  Charles  H.  Noonan  IV. 


“Is  your  name  on  the  list?” 

If  you  were  living  in  the  800 's  you  probably  wouldn  ’t  have  a permanent  last  name. 
Your  name  on  the  roll,  or  list , of  responsible  citizens  would  depend  on  various 
descriptive  adjectives  written  after  and  a little  above  (sur)  your  given  name.  There- 
fore you  might  be  Kevin  White,  or  ‘blond’  Kevin,  rather  than  the  dark-haired  Kevin 
who  lived  down  the  street.  He  became  Kevin  Black.  ‘Black’  or  ‘White’  was  called  the 
surname.  Your  surname  can  reveal  your  father’s  father’s  father’s  name  as  do 
Johnson  or  O’Brien  or  McTaggart. 

It  may  point  to  your  geographical  roots;  Ashley  means  living  near  the  grove  of  ash 
trees;  Picard  informs  us  that  some  ancestor  once  came  from  Picardy,  France. 

Your  name  may  give  away  your  family  business  as  do  Smith,  Taylor  or  Butler. 
Your  name  may  point  out  some  particularly  apt  nickname  given  to  a long-gone 
relative  as  does  the  name  given  to  an  ancient  basketball  star,  ‘Longfellow’,  or 
‘Smart’  who  got  high  SAT’s,  or  the  name  of  that  sober  sides  ‘Drinkwater’.
